Report of the School District 


OF THE 


TOWN OF DANBURY, N. H. 


FOR THE 


Year Ending January 31, 1919 : 


Owing to the new law requesting school districts to 
make their annual report in August, we herewith give a 
statistical report for the spring term only. 

Had not the epidemic made it imperative to close the 
schools this winter two weeks earlier than we otherwise 
should have done, we would have considered that our ef- 
forts to make our schools as good if not better than most 
towns of this size, had been in partif not fully realized. 
The attendance has been good, and in nearly every in- 
stance, the services of experienced teachers have been se- 
cured. It hasvnot been our aim wholly to procure teach- 
ers of the highest scholastic attainments, but to employ 
those who have governing ability, and who are really fit to 
have the care of children. With few exceptions parents 
and teachers have cooperated in making the schools ac- 
complish that for which they were intended, viz.: mental 
training, character building, and the inculcating of higher 
ideals. We are confronted by a problem which is put be- 
fore us by the state superintendent: that is that the toilet 
of the schools should be connected withthe building by a 
latticed walk, to prevent the deptavities of same by the 
traveling public, especially thetramps. It is thought wise 
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to try this arrangement with one school this year, but with 
some of the school houses the suggestion is not practicable. 
It is impossible to adopt all the advanced ideas however 
good they may be, but with time and effort we hope to 
achieve some degree of perfection. 

There have been seven high school students the past 
year, and we estimate about the same number for another 
year. 

The department of public instruction at Concord have a 
faculty of creating and demanding more work. The duties 
of the school board have nearly doubled the last two years. 

The school buildings being in good condition we have 
not expended any money for repairs. 

Perhaps we have left undone many things we should 
have done, and done some things we should not have done, 
but ‘‘man’’ we are told is ‘frail’? so woman is worthy of 
some consideration, 

Here is hoping and trusting that the foundation for a 
prosperous year’s work so faithfully laid merits the ap- 
proval of our constituents ; if not some measure of success.
